A Town Orowd in Minnesota Who' De- 
clare Thet No Train Can Go Through 
‘There~Rationed for Ten Days—Prest- 
dent Debs Confident That the Strike 
Will Be Won Within Forty-eight 
Hours—General Labor News. 


Grarp Forks, N. D., April 80.—The special 
train bearing four companies of United 
States troops arrived at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing and they immediately went into camp 
with a guard about the train. There are 201 
men in the detachment under the command 
of Maj. J. H. Patterson. The companies are 
of the 84 Regiment, stationed at Fort Snell- 
ing. They are rationed for ten days and will 
make Grand Forks their headquarters for 
the present. 

The train met with no accident, although 
there were several missiles thrown at vari- 
ous points. At St. Cloud one soldier was hit 
in the head witha brick and another was hit 
inthe pitof the stomach with a coupling- 
pin. At Crookston some one fired a shot 
that few wide of its mark at the engineer. 

The train brought a pille-driver and two 
bridge crews to rebuild burned bridges west 
of Minot. As soon as these are repaired it is 
expected the train will de sent through to 
the coast. Serious trouble is feared on the 
Montana Central and possibly at Deévil’s 
Lake, N. D. 

A special from Hinckley, Minn., the junc- 
tion point of the Great Northern and its 
branch, the Eastern Minnesota, to Duluth, 
says that a mod of 200 is waiting to prevent 
any train from going through and trouble is 
feared there. 

Very little progress has been made in the 
matters of the Twin City business men’s pro- 
posal forarbitration, The strikers seem un- 
willing to consent toarbitration in any form. 
President Debs declares that be has inside 
information tothe effect that the manage 
ment will yield within forty-eight hours. 
President Hill, however, denies this and 
talks as firmly as ever. Meanwhile the 4,500 
miles of the Great Northern system is tied up 
pretty tight. 


WAGES 10 iE RESTORED. 


The Great Northern Strike May Be Ended 
Tuesday. 

SEATTLE, Wash., April 80.—It is rumored 
here that the Great Northern strike will be 
broken Tuesday morning, although it is im 
possible to verify the rumor. it Is said the 
company has offered to restore the wages of 
the engineers, firemen and brakemen, but 
not those of the agents, operators, track- 
menandshopmen. The trainmen were in 
session several hours last night, but refuse 
to state what proposition they were consid- 
ing. 


Debs Confident. 

St. Paurt, Minn., April 30.—"*‘We expect 
to win this fight within forty-eight hours,’’ 
was the way President Debs stated his {views 
to a reporter to- day. Hesaid he made the 
statement ou the authority of the General

There Is No City Ordinance Oovering 
Nichols Case—United States Prosecu- 
tions in Similar Cases-—Nichols Says 
He Proposes to Keep His Bureau Up. 


The attention of Joe P. Johnston, Chief of 
the Post-office Inspectors of the Seventh 
Division, has been called to the Matrimonial 
Bureau business done in room 40 of the Mc- 
Lean building, exposed by Martha Dean in 
the SUuNDaY PoOstT-DisPATOH, and he will in- 
vestigate an inquiry to ascertain how far the 
business is in contravention of the United 
States Statutes. He stated this morning that 
one L. D. Bennett, representing himself 
as ‘‘Alice Hawthorne,“ has just been con- 
victed and givenaterm of imprisonment at 
Topeka for conducting a wholesale corre- 
spondence business. 

Mr. R. W. MoAfee, who gives his attention 
wholly to the suppression of commerce in 
immoral literature and pictures by 
means of ‘the mails, stated 
that matrimonial bureaus have been 
uniformly discouraged dy the Post -omee 
Department, and their managers placed un- 
der practically prohibitive restrictions in the 
use ofthe matis. Several times have cer- 
tain matrimonial bureau papers deen 
excluded from the mails, and now ah that 
are known as such are denied entry as sec- 
ond-class matter on the ground of public pol- 
icy, ratherthan that there is. any specific 
enactment against them. 

The operators of matrimonial dureaus 
have also, and for similar reasons, 
dented the use of the money order and letter 
registry systems, and also the privilege of 
free delivery or lock boxes. This it has been 
possible to do by department rulings, but 
beyond this itis necessary to show intent to 
commit fraud or the. promulgation of im- 
moral thought. 

NOT RECOGNIZED BY ORDINANCE. 

The matrimonial bureau business is not 
recognized by the city ordinances, which re- 
quire almost every other imaginable business 
to pay tribute in form of license. Fortune 
tellers, clairvoyants, intelligencejofiice keep- 
ers and the like are all registered by the 
police wherever found and zrequired to pay 
license or close. More than that the 
lawirequires that each of these persons shail 
fllouta Diank application, stating the na- 
ture of the business and the location where 
itis proposed to carry it on, and appended 
tothe application is the following form of 
petition, which the law supposes to be signed 
by every resident of the block: 

We, the undersigned, residing or doing basluess 
is said block, and residents or doing business on 
said street, in front of bioek opposite to said loca- 
tion, de recommend that the above license be grant- 
ed said applicast, and declare that same is nota 
nulsance or source of annoyance to @s. 

In the case of the Matrimonial Bureau in 
the McLean Ballding, no such application is 
required, because matrimonial correspona.- 
ence bureaus are not recognized by the city 
ordinances as amenable tothe payment of 
license fines. 

Ana even if they were so amenable the 
chances are in favor of the escape of the per- 
son so engaged because the collector de- 
pends entirely upon police notifica- 
tion for the citation, and if business 
is conducted in an office bullaing 
the probe bilities are all in favor 
of the police missing it. In the case of meat- 
shop, pawnshop or thelike the police are 
very useful, and as for the saloons, they are

FIRE BRICK WORKS.

The Men Were Working In a Clay Pit 
When One of the Walls Gave Way and 
They Were Buried Underneath—Had 
to Be Dug Out. 


A fatal accident ocemrred this morning at 
II o’clock at Sublette and Russell avenues.

Summerfield and several men, employes of 
the Laclede Fire Brice Works, were at work 
excavating in a clay pit at Sublette and Rus- 
sell avenue, when a slide in the bank oc- 
curred, burying them under its volume. 
Summerfield was killed. He lived at Edward 
and Daggett avenues; 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

A further investigation of the accident re- 
vealed the fact that a large portion of the 
embankment caved in on the workmen. 
Summerfield was caught under the full weight 
of the cave-in and one of his fellow- 
workman, Joseph D@yitt, was also caught 
beneath the pile of earth and was badly in- 
jured about the left side. Several others had 
narrow escapes. Itigthought that some of 
Davitt’s ribs are fracfiured. Davitt lives at 
5877 Wilson avenue aud has a wife and three 
children. His injuriés may prove fatal. 

P A PHYSICIAN SUMMONED.

REST AT CAMP GEORGE WASHINGTON. 


The Leaders Passed the Night at a Com* 
fortable Hotel—Petitions to Be Re- 
ceived in Silence in the House~Dis- 
cussion Will Be Choked Off—-Scenes in 
the Camp—A Wealer to Whom Mathe* 
matics Was a Poser. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 80.—Visibie evi- 
dences of the preparation for the Ooxeys are 
to be seen aboutthe halls and corridors of 
Oongress to-day, but everything has been 
done so quietly that the same serenity pre. 
valis as that of any ordinary day. A double 
force of officers was on duty, Capt. Garden 
and Lieut. Watkins havingjcharge of the Sen- 
ate and Lieut. Burns being in charge 
of the House end. The double force 
of privates gave men for all the 
entrances to the Oapitol and for the main 
assembling points. Two men were in the 
main rotunda. Kach of the main doors and 
the basement entrances had an officer. The 
lobbies immediately surrounding the Senate 
and House were patrolled by officers. The 
halis giving ingress to the Oongressional 
galleries were also patrolled. Each man had 
his post and was expected to remain there 
unless called to assemble by a whistle. The 
officers were courteous to the officers and 
sight-seers who thronged the halls. There 
were no rough characters in the crowd. The 
people came and went with the same free- 
dom as usual and the extra officers demeaned 
themselves so quietly as to pass almost un- 
noticed. 

The main outward sign of preparation was 
in the erection of two large partitions, with 
gates on each side of the main rotunda, 
They were heavy pine bars extending twelve 
feet from the floor and fitted securely to the 
stone arches. The gates were not provided 
with locks. 5 

Sergeant -at-Arms Snow explained that the 
gates were the same as those used at inaug- . 
uration times and whenever unusual crowds 
were expected to assemble. They were to be 
used only to prevent the congestion ot a 
crowd inthe rotunda or at one end or the 
other of the Capitol, he said. When closed 
people would be moved down the stairs out- 
side each door to the basement below, 
whence there was ready access to the 
streets. Allthe main approaches and en- 
trancesto the Capitol were open as usual, 
except some of the obscure entrances in .the 
sub-basement. These were closed not as a 
means of precaution, but in order: to allow 
officers to be utilized at other points. The 
Goor-Keepers in the galleries were giving 
seats to all comers, but withthe purpose of

ITS PARTISAN USES. 


Now that the Coxeyites have reached 
Washington the question is presented, 
what to do with them.

But this last 
is the first attempt to organize the 
discontent of a whole nation. The discon- 
tent is not of recent growth. It arose out 
of the suffering produced by the special 
legislation of the Republican party, which 
is still in full force as law. 

Mr. Harrison may, he no doubt will, 
stir up the partisan animosity of his more 
ignorant followers, but we believe that the 
American people are too intelligent to be 
deceived by such foolish rant. They are

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THE GOODLETT CASE. 

There is an issue in the Goodlett case 
which cannot be lightly brushed aside or 
evaded by the School Board. The question 
of handing over the discipline of the public 
schools to the police and the criminal 
courts whenever a pettish principal 
chooses to shift his duties on them re- 
gardless of law and moral considerations, 
must be settled once for all, and it must be 
settled right. 

The explanation of Principal Goodlett 
distributes the responsibility for his act 
among the President of the board, the 
Chairman of the Building Committee and 
the attorney of the board. He stands 
in the position of setting aside the ordi- 
nary methods and disciplinary rules of the 
public schools and of overlooking wholly 
his moral accountability for the welfare of 
the children under his charge to obey the 
instruction of these shool officials. He 
not only turned pupils of tender age over 
to the police for punishment, but did so 
before the disciplinary resources of the 
school system and of common discretion 
were exhausted, and without legal right. 
In doing this he claims the indorsement 
of his superior officials. 


In considering this 
relations of these boys to the 
public schools must be kept in 
mind, The treatment of bad boys not con- 
nected with the schools, or who have been 
placed beyond their control, is not under 
consideration in this case. The punish- 
merit of children whose parents refuse to 
co-operate with school authorities and are 
indifferent to their conduct is notin ques- 
tion. The persons and property of citi- 
gens must be protected from unruly boys 
by the police when other means fail. But 
this issue concerns pupils of the school 
when amenable to school discipline and the 
regulations of the schools. 

Parents whointrust their children to the 
public schools must know whether arrest 
and incarceration without warning and at 
the whim of any school official are parts of 
the methods of school dissipling. 
They have a right to Know 
whether their children are to be sub- 
jected to the disgrace and demoralizing ef- 
fect ot a ride in the hoodlum wagon and 
imprisonment for trivial offenses without 
warning to parents and without legal 
warrant. They have a right to 
know whether the administration of 
the police and of criminal law may at any 
time supersede the wise and humane 
guardianship of competent instructors in 
the educational training of the children 
and whether for trivial offenses within 
the purview of school discipline the crim- 
inal courte may be invoked at the will of 
an angry principal. The people have a 
right to know whether it is to bp the 
fixed policy of the school authorities to 
make the police the arm of. school disci-

A PERTINENT QUESTION. 

The consensus of congressional opinion 
on the subject of the Coxey movement, 
published in yesterday’s SUNDAY PosT- 
DisPAToH, shows that the members of 
Congress in the main take a sensible view 
of the situation. 

With few exceptions the Congressmen 
agree that these misguided men are en- 
titled to just treatment by the authorities 
of the District and by Congress. As long 
as they are peaceful and orderly they can- 
not be molested. Whatever hearing they 
demand in a proper and respectful manner 
must be accorded them as to any other body 
of citizens exercising the right of petition. 
Inthe main the opinion is sound as to 
what Congress can do in the premises. 
Although there is a strong dis- 
position to treat them charitably there 
is an overwhelming weight of opinion 
to the effect that Congress cannot legislaté 
in their éspecial behalf. It is agreed that 
the Coxeyites must be put on the basis of 
all other citizens, 

But will refasal to interfere in behalf of | 
Coxey and his ragged followers put them 
on the basis of all other citizens? Has 
Congress refused to do anything for 
any class of citizens? On thecontrary, 
has it not done a great deal for some citi- 
zens? Did not certain favored individuals 
dictate the tariff laws for their own 
especial benefit and is not Con- 
gress now prevented from doing jus- 
tice to all the people and from 
carrying out the popular mandate by the 
influence of citizens enjoying special 
privileges under the laws. There is a law 
on the statute books now giving munifi- 
cent bounties to a few sugar planters and 
many laws giving indirect bounties to 
manufacturers under pretext of supplying 
work and wages to citizens. 

There are serious as well as humorous 
suggestions in the Coxey folly. The 
prominence their petition gives to the 
question of granting legislative favors 
should have a wholesome effect on Con- 
gress. The necessity of refusing 
special favors to these men should 
impress the necessity of refusing 
special favors to any and all citizens in the 
congressional mind. If all privilege legis- 
lation were swept away, the Coxey move- 
ment would vanish with a host of other 
worse evils. 
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THE presence of Citizen George Francis 
Train in Washington has reassured the 
nation. The jealous and envious Coxey re- 
fuses to recognize him, perhaps through 
feeling that Mr. Train’s psychic force is 
certain to knock out the unarmed army, but 
this incivility is passed by as it were the idle 
wind by the great and only Train. There 
seems to de one danger which the people of 
Washington ought to consider. There isa 
possibility that Mr. Train may once more re- 
turn to absolute silence when he should be at 
the elbow of Congress advising and directing 
the necessary legislation for the present 
emergency. This calamity should De pre- 
vented at all hazards.

Legislation Statistics.

tion. The ate of delay is found partly in 
the fact that during the long session, legisla- 
tion ip 1 with party promise or party 
policy is Drought to the front, while in the 
short session little more than the a of 
the appropriation bills is attempte 

Chairman Sayers of tne House Committee 
on Appropriations says that the work on the 
appropriations is sether advanced this 
year en it was at the same time two years 

age. 10 House, he says, has passed seven 
of the fourteen bilis, making appropriations 
for the fisoal year 1894-95. where on May |! 
two years ago but six appropriation bills 
had nacted upon by that body, in which 
they by law mast originate. Two years ago 
not a single one Of the fourteen bills had be- 
come a law at the beginning of the fisca! 
year for which they made appropriations, 
and a joint resolution had to be passed 
extending the provisions of the then 
existing laws for a period up to which the 
new appropriations were avaliable. With 
prospect of a lengthy tarif ebate in the 
Senate, the expectation is that similar ac- 
tion will have to be taken, at least with re- 
spect to some of the appropriations, during 
the present session, The following state- 
ment shows the legisiative condition of each 
of the fourteen Bilis: Passed the House, re-

consideration in the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations, military academy, post- 
omce, sundry civil, District of Columbia and 
consular and diplomatie bills; penda- 
ing in and reported to the 
House, the army and navy and the river and 
harbor Dills; agreed on by the House com- 
mittees and ready to be freported, the In- 
Gian and the agricultural bilis. The legisia- 
tive and thedeficiency appropriation bills 
have not yet been completed by the House 
committee having their preparation in 
charge. The former will be ready in several 
weeks, while the pre *** of the latter is 
always delayed for the purpose of including, 
as far as may be deemed desirable, all the 
deficiencies that may have occurred during 
the year. No less than four urgent deficiency 
bills have been passed during the present 
session of Congress and received the execu- 
tive sanction. 


Production of Coke. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30,—Special 
Agent Joseph D. Weeks of the United states 
Geodetical Survey has made a report con- 
cerning the production of coke in the Ap- 


pallachian region during 1893. The total 
production was 9,460,810 short tons, against 
12,000,829 for 1892. The large reduction is due 
to the depression in the blast furnace indus- 
try. Theonly section of the United States in 
which there was a material increase in coke 
production was the Flat Top district in West 4 
Virginia. The total amount produced 
there during the year was 451,508 tons, 
Against 355,696 in 1892. Large quantities of 
the coke from this field were shipped to Chi- 
cago and points on the Ohio Kiver, which 
more than made up the loss of demand from 
markets previously used by that coke region. 

Pennsylvania retains rst rank as a coke 
State; Alabama stands second, while Lilinols 
gave the smallest product. The highest 
value for the product is reported in Montana 
at $9 a ton and the lowest in Georgia at $1.50 
a ton. The yiela of coal in coké was 63% per 
cent, and the amount usedin the adde 
ture of coke was 14,895,845 short tons. The 
aggregate prodtiction of coke-miade pig iron 
was 5,890,184 tons, against 6,822,266 for the 
previous year, and of mixed anthracite and 
coke pig iron, 5.347,82 tons, against 1,707,11% 
for 1892. The number of coke manufacturing 
establisiiments was 257 and ovens used num 
dered 44,189, while 717 were in eourse of 
construction.

FAST BOUND FOR FOUR DAYS IN A 
STUBBORN ICE FLOE. 


Surrounded by Huge Icebergs—Battered 
and Blown About at the Mercy of 
Wind and Wave—Intense Cold—suffer- 
ings of Crew—Restaurant Wrecked by 
Dy namite—Other Casualties. 


PHILADELPRIA, Pa., April 80.—After a twen- 
ty-one days’ storm of unusual severity the 
Allan Line steamer Oorean, in charge of 
Capt. Main, has arrived at this port bearing 
marks of a long Dattle with icebergs and ice 
floes from which the iron vessel barely 
escaped. 

On April 18, in latitude 48.80 north, long!- 
tude 48.45 west, an immense iceberg was en- 
countered, and at once an extra watch was 
set and a keen lookout kept. That this pre- 
caution was a wise one was demonstrated by 
the warnings given shortly after dark, which 
saved the ship from collision with another 
large berg. 

On April 19, just before daybreak, the 
Corean ploughed her way deep into a huge 
ice feld, where she became fast bound. They 
were then fifteen miles off Cape Rice, and it 
was found that the ice field extended to the 
coast and for miles on either side. It was im- 
possible to make the harbor of st. Johns, 
Newfoundland. 

During four days the Corean was fast 
bound, bemmed in by the icebergs that 
threatened to crush the vessel. The cold 
was severe, and the crew suffered greatly. 

On April 22 the Corean was within two 
miles of shore, and Third Officer Pierson was 
sent to land to communicate by cable with 
the Corean agents, asking for orders. A 
reply came instructing Capt. Main to pro- 
ceed to Halifax as soon asthe vessel became 
free. Slowly a passage was worked out of 
the ice fields, 


Restaurant Wrecked by Dynamite. 


SAR FRANCISCO, Cal., April 80.—An attempt 
was made with dynamite early this morning 
to wreck a restraurant on Mission street 
near Twenty-eighth. Not much daoger was 
done, however, though the report could be 
heard fora mile and buildings in the im- 
mediate vicinity were badly shaken. The 
restaurant is 1 by two Slavonians and it 
is Delieved by the police that the explosion 
was planned by a Slav to whom they sold 
another restaurant sometime ago. 


Boat and Barges Burned. 


PapucaH, Ky., April 80.—The towboat Time 
of the Barrett line was burned here this 
morning. The boat was one ofa large fleet 
and was moored near the island opposite the 
city, where she had been for severai months. 
She was in charge of the mate, engineer and 
firemen, but no fire had been on board for 
several days. The Diaze had its incipiency 
in the engine room, and the entire boat with 
two darges and a derrick boat was con- 
sumed. Loss about $40,000. She was insured 
in the Cincinnati underwriters’ agency, and 
is a total loss. 


Two Killed by the Cars. 


WEBSTER UITY, Io., April 80.—During a se- 
vere bailand wind storm, which demolished 
a number of buildings and broke nearly 
all the window lights in the little town of 
Elisworth, near here, yesterday afternoon 
about 5 o'clock, George Hanson and his wife 
were run down y the cars and 
both were Killed. Hanson is a 
well-to-do farmer. They were crossing the 
track, and were blinded by the storm, falling 
to see the train as it approached.
